foreigners and in bringing sympathe- 
tie consideration to bear. on indivi- 
dual cases. ; 
Asked to see that Englishmen had 
preference, Mr. Bevin replied that it 
was the policy of his Department to 
see that British people had prefer- 
ence, but at present he was extreme- 
ly short of skilled men and in 
utillsing the skill and ability of a 
number of’ forelgners he would 
actually be putting British people to 
work, ~ P ee 
Mr, Bevin declared that hts De- 


partment had nothing to do with! 


people who were interned, the quer- 
{lon of whose release was a mutter 
for the Home Secretary.

Nasty Realisation 
For Dictators 


LONDON, Aug..1 (Reuter).— 
The “New York Times”. states 
that the tendency to prepare the 
German and Italian people for 
checks and delay confirms other 
indications that the Axis part- 
ners no longer hope to avoid the 
costly conflict with Britain. 


It is significant, at any ‘rate, that 
the British are moving swiftly while 
Hitler waits.
